On December 28, 2004, a telephone interview was held between U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office representative - Examiner Noian-Raefert and Applicants' representative, 
Stephen T. Scherrer. 

A discussion took place between the parties regarding Examiner Nolan-Raefert's 
proposal to make the following amendments to the above-identified application: 

1. Add a priority claim to the application so that the application claims priority, in

2. Cancel claims 1-19, which were withdrawn due to a restriction requirement.
